Volunteer Work Cuts 
Cost to Minimum 

— o — 

"In spite of the fact that the 
spirit of charity is strong in all 
of us.” said Dwight Colburn, 
General Chairman for Newton 
of the Salvation Army’s appeal 
for funds, "two things deter 
many people when they are ask- 
ed to contribute to some worthy 
cause. The first is that their 
budgets won’t allow them to 
give as much as they would like. 
So they hold back, thinking 
small sums of money aren’t wel- 
come. And the second is they 
are afraid a considerable part 
of whatever they can contribute 
will be eaten up by expenses 
ordinarily associated, in their 
minds, with a drive for financial 
assistance.” 

"I want to clear up those mis- 
apprehensions — at least in con- 
nection with the Salvation Army. 
Regarding the size of contribu- 
tions, let me assure eveyone that 
no contribution is too small to 
be heartily welcomed. Every 
dollar received is that much 
more towards our quota and, 
therefore, means a dollar more to 
spend for some unfortunate 
family. Actually, we would 
rather have a small donation 
from everyone in Newton than 
large sums from only a few. 
That would make our drive 
truly all-Newton." 

"Then regarding the matter of 
expenses, let me emphasize 
there is practically no cost con- 
nected with the Salvation Army 
drive in our community. Around 
a thousand men and women are 
canvassing the City for contri- 
butions. They are all volunteers. 
They do not receive one cent of 
pay for their fine work. And 
they are generously making 
real sacrifices to help the Salva- 
tion Army because they are 
heart and soul behind that ad- 
mirable organization.” 

"Further,” went on Mr. Col- 
burn, "consider the money allo- 
cated to Newton from our total 
collections and earmarked for 
strictly local refief. The spend- 
ing of that money is in the hands 
of an able committee of New- 
ton men and women who are ex- 
perienced in welfare work. They 
use the money for Newton 
people, only. They weigh and 
consider cases. That takes time. 
It takes thought. It calls for 
sound judgement. Yet the mem- 
bers of that committee, also, get 
not one cent for their loyal and 
time consuming work.” 

"I hope these few words will 
erase any doubt about the two 
points I’ve mentioned. To re- 
peat: any contribution, no mat- 
ter how small, will be gratefully 
received. The chief thing is to 
give something, and so help sup- 
port an organization that is a 
godsend to families in desper- 
ate need. And, secondly, remem- 
ber that our volunteer system 
of canvassing means every dol- 
lar does a maximum amount of 
good.” 

According to Mr. Colburn, the 
Salvation Army drive in Newton, 
for $20,000 Is progressing stead- 
ily. "However,” he declared, 
"Newton has not yet reached its 
quota. But I’m firmly convinc- 
ed we’ll do as much as last year, 
when we went over the top. Out- 
workers determined to equal 
that record. But it takes a lot 
of time for them to visit every 
home. Understandably, they 
cannot work full time. They 
have obligations and private 
maters which naturally demand 
attention. Even so, they gen- 
erously volunteer to do a hard 
job. And they’re doing it. Per- 
haps you have not yet been visit- 
ed by your canvasser. In that 
case, do not wait. Please send, 
or take, your contribution to 
the Salvation Army Fund head- 
quarters, at 259 Walnut street. 
Newtonvllle. I earnestly urge 
you to do so now— however 
small you feel your contribu- 
tion must be. Whatever the 
amount, rest assured that in the 
hands of the Salvation Army 
and our local committee it will 
do yeoman’s work for some 
trouble-beset human being.”

A rubber mallet can be im- 
provised from a steel claw-ham- 
mer by slipping a rubber crutch 
tip over the face of the hammer 
head. 


to be dyed with hair dye, follow- 
ing directions on the package. Dip 
fur in dye. Then wash, squeeze 
out moisture, and let dry. Shake 
and brush. 

Glazing must be done with 
great care. Brush and comb the 
fur well, lay it flat, then with a 
damp sponge, stroke fur lightly 
in the direction the hair grows. 
Don’t let water penetrate skin. 
Cover fur with tissue paper and 
run a hot iron very quickly and 
carefully over the paper. Remove 
paper and run iron rapidly over 
the fur, again in the direction of 
its natural flow. 

Cut with Razor 

To cut fur. mark skin side with 
tailor's chalk. Cut just through 
skin with razor blade. 

To seam fur invisibly, lay two 
edges together so that fur of 
both pieces runs in the same di- 
rection. Lay fur sides together, 
push away hair and sew skin with 
a close overhand stitch, using a 
fine needle. 

Fur wears better if bolstered 
by a soft layer of padding such 
as outing flannel attached to pelt 
with tacking stitches. 

To sew fur to cloth, attach 
tape to the edge, against the fur 
side, then turn tape over skin 
side and sew through the tap* 
close to the fur and onto the 
cloth. 


Old fur pieces may be reno- 
vated at home and used to add 
good looks and warmth to win- 
ter clothing. Even if they are ( 
worn, they may be cut and re- 
worked. while small scraps often 
may be matched and pieced. 

To clean fur, dampen corn 
meal with a dry-cleaning sol- 
vent such as carbon tetrachloride, 
and rub into the fur. Then shake, 
brush and air the fur. 

Badly soiled, small pieces of 
good quality fur can be washed 
with mild oil-base soap and warm 
water. Rinse and squeeze out as 
much water as possible for excess 
water may harden the pelt. Hang 
fur up by the edge. As the pelt 
dries and hardens, flex it gently 
between the hands. When thor- 
oughly dry. shake and brush. 

Soften Hard Pelts 
To soften dry, hard pelts, tack 
to a board, skin side up. Rub 
1 skin with thick suds of oil soap, 
taking care that moisture does 
not soak through to the fur. When 
dry. work pelt gently between 
i hands.

"Eight Thousand Miles by 
Auto to Mexico and Horseback 
Up A Live Volcano” was the sub- 
ject of a talk Wednesday night 
to the Women’s Auxiliary of the 
Newton Young Men’s Christian 
Association.

j In his opening, Mr. Ambler 
' told the story of a millionaire 
tramp who saw the world with a 
! pack on his back and who gave 
l the speaker a desire early in life 
to journey off the beaten path. 

The speaker, who started with 
a Gloucester fishing scene, car- 
ried his audience into Mammoth 
Cave in Kentucky. Hot Springs, 
Arkansas and the Bel'ngrath 
Gardens on the Isle-Aux-Oies 
1 River n Alabama with its sixty 
j acres of beautifully flowering 
! views, with descriptions furnish- 
ed by Mrs. Ambler. 

Several scenes were then 
shown of Death Valley, taken on 
a previous trip across the border 
■ in California, and told of the 
background of history as it tied 
up with Mexico, of the eleven 
hundred miles of our border 
| states. 

Scenes on the Texas border in- 
cluded the Alamo and Lorado 
before entering Mexico on the 
great Pan American Highway. 

Unusual and very colorful 
' scenes were shown on the jour- 
i ney of nearly eight hundred 
miles from the border to Mexico 
City in a land of twenty million 
inhabitants and over one hun- 
dred and ninety dialects and 
languages.

SCIENCE AT WARREN 
by Dick O’Laughlin 

— o — 

In our Science class at War- 
ren Junior High School we have 
recently conducted our flrst ex- 
periment. 

Mr. Penny, our Science teach- 
er, has instructed us to perform 
all of our work in a scientific 
manner. That is, the way in 
which a true scientist does 
things. The order in which we 
should work is as follows; set 
up our problems, assemble our 
apparatus, go about our proce- 
dure, make observations, form 
a conclusion, and state an ap- 
plication or use of the experi- 
ment. Better results would be 
attained if we applied this 
method to most of our problems. 

The main purpose of our flrst 
experiment was to show a phys- 
ical and chemicle change by 
using heat. The apparatus with 
which we work was Mercusic 
Oxide (Hg O.), a test tube, test 
tube holder, bunsen burner, 
crucible, and wooden splints. 

A physical change was shown 
by a change in color of the HgO 
and no apparent chemical 
change. A chemical change had 
taken place because the solid 
HgO had changed to the liquid 
mercury and to the gas oxygen. 
Further proof of this is in the 
equation-2 HgO plus heat equals 
2 HgO plus 02 plus heat.

THE STUDY OF HEREDITY 
by Cecilia Swift 

Our study of Heredity over a 
period of two months has proved 
to be interesting and educational. 
We started our study by using 
Gregor Mendel’s findings as a 
foundation, and continued our 
work from there. We learned 
from Mendels’ experiments that 
nature has provided for certain 
characteristics to be passed from 
one generation to another in an 
orderly way. 

We then discovered that people 
inherit certain capacities. How- 
ever we usually do not reach 
them to a full 100 ner cent. 

Charts were made to bring to 
light our capacities and how we 
were measured up to them. This 
was done to help us to realize 
how improvements could be made 
in our daily life. On the chart, we 
used various sports, studies and 
our social attitudes. 

Although a person may be born 
with the best of capacities, his en- 
vironment is a decidedly impor- 
tant factor. A possible Einstein 
that is born in a slum district 
may turn out to be little more 
than an ordinary individual. 

As we progressed our studies 
began to tie together Mendel’s 
law, our capacities and our en- 
vironment began to cast a light 
on our problems and give us pos- 
sible clues on how to solve them. 

Our topic, in my opinion, was 
very interesting and was well 
worth the time we devoted to it.

Outlines Plan to 
Prepare Car lor 
Winter Driving 

— o — 

A thorough check of the cool- 
ing system prior to adding anti- 
freeze Is a major step in prepar- 
ing your car for winter driving, 
according tp I. L. Pierce, nation- 
al service manager of Ford Di- 
vision, Ford Motor Company. 

“Thousands of motorists lose 
their antifreeze every year 
through boiling away or leakage 
simply because they failed to take 
this precaution at the start of the 
season,’’ Mr. Pierce explained. 

“Not only should the hose lines 
and connections be thoroughly 
checked for leaks, but the radia- 
tor and the entire cooling system 
should be flushed out removing 
the sludge and dirty water, whicn 
prevents free circulation.’’ 

“Starting assurance’’ for your 
car despite freezing weather can 
be gained if the motorist also ob- 
serves these few additional pre- 
cautions: 

1. Keep the battery fully charg- 
ed and charging. A fully charged 
battery will not freeze in tem- 
peratures ordinarily encounter- 
ed, but a very low battery may 
freeze and burst the case open 
at temperatures not much below 
32 degrees F. See that the gen- 
erator regulator is working prop- 
erly. 

2. At the approach of cold 
weather, the crankcase should be 
drained, flushed and refilled with 
ihe correct grade of oil for the 
coldest weather you expect dur- 
ing the winter. Ford recommends 
use of SAE 10 or 10W oil in below 
freezing weather and 10W with 
one pint of kerosene added In ex- 
treme cold (colder than 10 below 
zero). 

3. See if the engine needs a 
tuneup to insure quick starting. 

4. If the manufacturer recom- 
mends it, change to winter grease 
in transmission and differential. 
(No change is necessary for 194D 
Fords.) 

5. Have brakes checked for 
winter driving and be sure that 
tires are not worn so dangerous- 
ly smooth they will make driving 
on icy roads doubly hazardous. 

Careful motorists will drive 
slowly until the engine reaches 
normal operating temperatures, 
Pierce said. "And by keeping the 
fuel tank full as much of the 
time as possible, they will pre- 
vent condensation of moisture 
and resultant freezing-up of the 
gas line. A good plan is to fill the 
gas tank at the end of the day’s 
driving, rather than at the start.”

At a recent meeting, Dwight 
Colburn, general chairman for 
Newton of the Salvation Army 
appeal for funds, revealed that 
contributions in the past week 
have stepped up to a total that 
places the local quota of $20,000 
within reach. 

“All we need now, said Mr. 
Colburn, “is the final determined 
push to get us over the hump. 
By that I mean the extra effort 
by volunteer workers to visit 
any homes so far not called on; 
and, on the part of contributors, 
an equal urge to put Newton 
over the top, and so reaffirm our 
reputation as a city that always 
‘comes through’ in any civic pro- 
ject. It would be too bad,’’ added 
Mr. Colburn, “to stop short of 
complete success, particularly as 
we are so close to our goal. The 
Salvation Army deserves our full 
support. And I am convinced 
Newton is going to demonstrate 
again that it is backing that 
worthy organization to the limit.” 

Another point brought out by 
Mr. Colburn is that by meeting 
our quota, we will receive the 
predetermined amount required 
for purely local needs. “It should 
not be overlooked,” Mr. Colburn 
said, “that this allotment in- 
creases proportionately as our 
total collections increase. In 
other words, the greater the total 
of contributions, the greater be- 
comes that local fund. And it 
need ardly be said that our 
Newton Fund Committee, which 
provides help for families in 
want, can use to advantage every 
extra dollar placed in its hands.”

Exhibited to Public

Conducted tours through op- 
erating floors and a special ex- 
hibit to demonstrate newest tel- 
ephone developments will fea- 
ture open house at the new 
Long Distance Building of the 
New England Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company, 185 Franklin 
street, Boston, on business days 
starting this week and continu- 
ing through December 2, except 
Saturdays and November 28. 
Visiting hours each day will be 
from 9:30 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

The building houses the re- 
gional operating center which 
was placed in service last Sun- 
day to permit telephone oper- 
ators in Boston and many other 
New England cities to dial long 
distance calls. Tours with train- 
ed guides will afford views of 
the dial-switching equipment 
and of operators working at the 
switchboards. 

Dialing by these operators in 
the Franklin street building is 
not the familiar procedure of 
lurning a small wheel. Instead, 
they push small keys, similar 
to those on a calculating ma- 
chine, which send out musical 
tones t6 actuate dial-switching 
mechanisms. 

In the special exhibit called 
"Looking Ahead With the Bell 
System,” there will be a demon- 
stration unit which not only 
gives a close-up of the new op- 
erating method but permits vis- 
itors to listen to the musical 
tones as they go over the line 
to sc.t up connections. Demon- 
strators will dial calls directly 
to called telephones as far away 
as Sacramento, Calif. The dis- 
tant telephones can be reached 
in a matter of seconds.

Mayor Lockwood said 
that the asociation does iniensive 
work in rehabilitating tubercu- 
lous patients, helping them to 
become self-supporting in jobs 
that will not endanger their 
health. 

“Since the annual Christmas 
Seal sale constitutes the sole sup- 
port of the association, we take 
an active part in the campaign 
to eradicate the disease every 
time we buy and use Christmas 
seals,” the Mayor stated. 


Members Flock to Church On 
Loyalty Day Despite Weather 


In spite of threatening skies 
thousands of Protestant church- 
members flocked into Newton 
churches Sunday morning in re- 
sponse to the ringing of the bells 
which alerted them of the advent 
of National Church Loyalty Day. 
Church bells throughout the New- 
tons were generally rung at 7:30 
Saturday evening to remind 
people to prepare to attend the 
church of their choice on the 
following day. The response was 
very heartening and pronounced 
successful by the United Church 
Canvass Committee of the New- 
ton Council of Churches. 

The celebration of Loyalty Day 
took varied forms in the several 
churches. Myrtle Baptist Church, 
West Newton, combined the ob- 
servance with a fiftieth anniver- 
sary celebration of its founding 
and held a special Community 
service at 3 p.m. Sunday which 
was largely attended by friends 
in the community as well as by 
members. At First Baptist, New- 
ton Centre, a special communion 
service was conducted by the pas- 
tor, Rev. Russell H. Bishop, who 
took for the theme of his medi- 
tation, "If you can keep your 
Head.” “Loyalty" was the sub- 
ject chosen by Dr. Francis Taylor 
at Newton Methodist. Upper 
Falls. Eliot Church, Newton, and 
St. Mary’s Church, Lower Falls, 
both had lay speakers in the 
pulpit. Ray E. Johns, member 
of Eliot Church and General Sec- 
retary of the Boston Y.M.C.A. 
spoke to his fellow members at 
the 10:45 a.m. service. Packard 
Okie, recently returned from 
Liberia, spoke to the Falls con- 
gregation and gave first hand in- 
formation from the Mission Field. 

At Newton Highlands Congre- 
gational Church, the Rev. Fred- 
erick Groetsema spoke to a 
crowded congregation on “The 
Test of Real Religion.” He said 
in part, "You couldn’t possibly 
support a church alone; you can’t 
teach all the children in our 
parish or give them all the re- 
ligious instruction that they need 
— there are around four hundred 
children and young people who 
come to take part in our program 
of religious education; you can’t 
open your home as a community 
center to the Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts, Girl Scout Training Cen- 
ter, the Men’s Club, the Woman’s 
Club, and any other worthwhile 
civic enterprise in our com- 
munity; you can’t keep this 
church in repair alone, nor can 
you help the struggling churches 
hereabouts— those down in Bos- 
ton, the Chinese Mission for ex- 
ample, or those struggling 
country churches out on the cross 


roads. 

“You can’t rush over to Africa 
as much as you would like to, 
and help Dr. Cushman in her 
three or four major operations a 
day in her primitive hospital 
under the most primitive kind of 
conditions — you can’t go there 
to do it. But you can do all 
these things; with Paul you can 
say, “I can do all things *hrough 
Christ.” Religion— real religion- 
enables you to do, in cooperation 
with others what you could never 
possibly do alone.” 

“You can do all these things 
cooperatively because we have a 
j medium of exchange. \\c have 
a way by which symbols of your- 
selves can do these very things. 

| The symbol is your money. When 
| you give generously of your 
, money, you become a part of that 


great, cooperative enterprise that 
'is the Christian Mission, not only 
in Newton and in Boston and in 
Massachusetts, but in thp utter- 
most parts of the world." 

The speaker said in conciusion, 
“The test of real religion, the test 
of the effectiveness of the pro- 
gram of this church and of 
Christianity in the world today 
is simply this . . . how big is 
your helping hand.” 

“What in the world is the 
Church doing?” was the unusual 
sermon-topic used by the Rev. 
Chauncey Blossom at Auhurndale 
Congregational Church. Hon Ed- 
win Childs, former mayor of New- 
ton, was the speaker at North 
Congregational Church where R. 
Watson Sadler is the pastor. At 
the Lutheran Church of the New- 
tons, newly dedicated, Pastor 
Arthur Block preached on the 
subject, “Are you many or arc 
you one?” At Second Church it 
was “Ladies Day” as Miss Helen 
Kenyon, moderator of the General 
Council of Congregatioml-Chris- 
tian Churches occupied the pulpit. 
At Newton Methodist the Rev. 
Leslie Johnson received members 
into the church while the entire 
congregation renewed and re- 
peated its fundamental Christian 
vows with the new members.

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The exhibit also includes 
working model of the Bell Sys- 
tem’s radio relay transmission 
facilities between Boston and 
New York which bring network 
television programs to Boston on 
a narrow microwave beam. Vis- 
itors to the exhibit may listen 
to music carried on a demon- 
stration beam and see how it is 
relayed by seven radio stations 
on seven hilltops. 

Another working display will 
present the Transistor, an amaz 
ingly simple little device capa- 
ble of performing efficiently 
nearly all the functions of an 
ordinary vacuum tube. Recent 
ly developed by the Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories, the Tran- 
sistor is destined to replace 
tubes for amplifying voice cur 
rents in the telephone system. 

In the telephone business, an 
other coming innovation is au 
tomatic message accounting. 
The equipment which will make 
this possible is contained in 
separate display, set up to show 
how all the details of intercity 
telephone calls (date, hour and 
minute, elapsed time, and called 
telephone number) are recorded 
by perforations on a paper tape, 
seemingly in a Jumble, and then 
later turned into individually 
printed tickets for accounting 
purposes.

more than others?” He said in 
part, "Christianity is a faith that 
gives and serves and shares. 
When people cease to care and 
cease to give and to serve and to 
share then their religion is mere 
sham and hypocrisy." 

The widow who stepped up to 
the treasury and put in all that 
she had did not say, "I don’t 
believe in Missions.” We help 
ourselves, let them help them- 
selves. Charity begins at home.” 
Nor did she ask, "I wonder what 
Mrs. Jones is going to give?” 
Nor did she leave It up to George 
to do it. She had faith, r.he had 
gratitude. She shared and gave 
all that she had. Our giving is 
so different and much like the 
little girl who had her hand 
caught in an expensive vase. Her 
father and mother got into quite 
a stew trying to withdraw that 
hand without breaking the vase. 
They used soap and then vaseline, 
all to no avail. Finally the 
father said, "Open your hand and 
it will draw out without any 
trouble.” The little girl began 
to cry, "If I open my hand I will 
lose my penny." People here 
seem to be afraid to open up lest 
they lose what little they have." 

'We are generally so indifferent 
to the appeal of the Church. I 
realize that we all have calls 
upon our means which exceed 
our ability to give and respond 
the way we would like to do. 
But we are members of Christ’s 
church and being members I pre- 
sume that we accept the Christian 
philosophy that religion is the 
stuff that binds all life together. 
It is not one little compartment 
of life, it is life itself. If this be 
so then our church should be a 
beacon light in our life and should 
be placed first and foremost 
among the institutions and agen- 
cies with which we deal. 

"This is your church. Your 
church is what you make it. At- 
tend. Serve. Give and let your 
slide rule be. "What do ye more 
than others?”

Tiny Pests With Big Appetites 


Brighten That 
Corner 

Our carpeting in living and din- 
ing room is a light background 
with rose, brown and gray floral 
design. I need new slipcovers 
and would prefer a dark back- 
ground. Furniture is mahogany, 
woodwork ivory. What colors 
should I use for occasional and 
desk chairs? Would lace or plain 
curtains be best? The rooms are 
joined by an arch; walls are light 
green. Would you change it? 
What color leatherette for din- 
nette chairs?

Assuming that you wish to cov- 
er all your furniture, we suggest 
brown for the davenport, a brown 
and green stripe for one chair, 
plain green wijh matching fringe 
for the other. The occasional 
chair could be a print of gray 
and rose; the desk chair rose 
leatherette. If you wish to change 
the walls to rose, reverse the rose 
and green in our color scheme. 

The style of your curtains de- 
pends on your furnishings. Lace 
curtains would go with a tradi- 
tional scheme but plain curtains 
or draperies would be better with 
modern rooms. Do the dinette 
chairs the same as the desk chair.

Since man donned his first 
piece of wearing apparel, there 
has been a battle waging. 

This battle has been against 
that tiny pest with the giant- 
size appetite, the moth! 

Each year this pest, seeming- 
ly a citizen of the world, de- 
stroys articles of clothing worth 
countless thousands of dollars. 

He can be controlled, however, 
if the modern homemaker takes 
necessary precautions each time 
she stores her clothes away for 
a season. One of the safest ways 
is to store clothes in a cedar 
chest, but even then prescribed 
rules should be followed. 

Here they are: 

Brush all clothing and woolens 
to be stored, especially lining 
and folds. Dry cleaning before 
putting away is also recom- 
mended. 

All articles to be stored should 
be aired and sunned at least 
one day, if possible. 

Make sure all items to be 
stored are dry before placing in 
cedar chest. Place them neatly 
in cedar chest to allow addi- 
tional storage space and free 
passage of the important cedar 
fumes. 

Keep the cedar chest closed 
as much as possible to keep the 
moth killing fumes within it. 

Don’t wrap items to be stored, 
especially blankets which need 
the moth killing fumes. If dainty 
things to be stored requue cov- 
ering, do so with light, loose 
paper. Never wrap anything in 
newspaper or other printed ma- 
terial. 

Don’t store items other than 
clothing and cloths in a cedar 
chest. Gold and silver thus 
stored will tarnish. Rubber ar- 
ticles, such as hot water bottles, 
should never be stored In your 
cedar chest. 

Don’t place your cedar chest 
near dampness. Keep it in a 
dry place at all times. 

Don’t expect a cedar chest to 
be effective indefinitely. When 
the aroma fades, in a few years 
time, it can be restored with 
aromatic cedar oil, available at 
lumber dealers.

William V. M. Fawcett 
Co-Chairman

In selecting William V. M. 
Fawcett as Co-chairman of the 
United Church Canvass, the offi- 
cials of the Newton Council of 
Churches have chosen one of 
Newton’s best known citizens, 
held in esteem for both his war 
work with the A.R.P. and his 
Community Chest record. Mr. 
Fawcett who is dividing the 
honors with Lucius E. Thayer, is 
a native of Newton and a pro- 
duct of its schools, being a grad- 
uate of Newton High School in 
1917. 

Canvass officials paid the fol- 
lowing tribute to Mr. Fawcett to- 
day: "William Vaughn Moody 
Fawcett was born in Newton at 
the beginning of the new cen- 
tury and was educated in Newton 
Public Schools. He received his 

A. B. at Harvard in 1921 and enter- 
ed the Importing and Mill Agent 
firm of Frederick J. Fawcett, 
Inc., in which he now holds the 
post of President and Treasurer, 
a position which involves fre- 
quent trips to England. He is 
married to the former Barbara 
Conger and she with their three 
sons occupy the family home at 
34 Hyde avenue, Newton. 

"During the war years ‘Bill’ 
Fawcett was Chief Warden and 
Director of Protection of the 
Newton A.R.P., an effort in 
which 7,000 Newton citizens were 
trained as Wardens and Fire 
Watchers. Under nis leadership 
and at the request of General 
Daniel Needham, Newton A.R.P. 
set up the first report center in 
America which served as a model 
for this ‘heart’ of A.R.P. opera- 
tions on both Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts and in the big cities 
throughout the country. Resi- 
dents from every section of the 
city and all city departments 
worked together to protect this 
city in the case of an emergency. 
A by-product of this tremendous 
effort was a better knowledge of 
the city government and a closer 
relationship between neighbors 
than had ever been accomplished 
by such city-wide efforts such 
as the Community Fund Drive. 

"Recently, when asked about 
this war-time effort, Mr. Fawcett 
modestly reported, ‘Although I 
had a hand in all these things you 
mention, the credit does not be- 
long to me but rather to the 
Chairman, John Bierer and a uni- 
fied effective committee.’ 

"Mr. Fawcett is former Cam- 
paign Director and President of 
the Newton Community Chest as 
well as Commissioner, Director 
and President of the Norumbega 
Council Boy Scouts. He has not 
let past efforts and successes en- 
courage him to retire from com- 
munity Interests and activities. 
He is currently a Director of the 
Newton Community Chest, the 
Newton Council of Churches and 
a Trustee of the West Newton 
Savings Bank. 

"He has been for many years 
Junior Warden of Grace Episco- 
pal Church and active in its pru- 
dential affairs. He is National 
Chairman of Senior 'Scouting, 

B. S.A., and a member of the Na- 
tional Executive Board of that or- 
ganization.

To Assure Delivery

The early shopping for Christ- 
mas movement has really taken 
hold as evidenced by reports 
from store executives and by 
present mail volumes, according 
to Postmaster Francis A. Crow- 
ley. "It is clearly evident," he 
said, "that the public are buying 
their Christmas gifts far earlier 
than ever before for the reason 
that it offers them a greater 
length of time to shop in leisure 
and there is a wider selection of 
merchandise from which to 
choose their gifts. Most impor- 
tant it permits the last few 
weeks before Christmas for the 
little things which make Christ- 
mas in the home, decorations, 
planning for guests, wrapping 
gifts, and shopping for the 
Christmas dinner, without the 
tiring effo# of former years,” 
continued the postmaster. 

It is being reflected in the post- 
office and we hope that the pub- 
lic will follow the official closing 
dates which have been estab- 
lished to assure the delivery of 
all gifts and greeting cards in 
time for Christmas. If parcels 
are to be mailed they must be 
deposited earlier because of the 
already enormous volume of par- 
cel post which is being received. 
As a matter of fact, postal offi- 
cials report that the huge South 
Postal Annex has been taxed to 
the utmost and it has already 
become necessary to take over 
huge areas in the Boston Army 
Base to distribute parcel post 
and additional space is being ac- 
quired at the Watertown Ar- 
senal. 

Packages must be wrapped 
more securely and a duplicate 
address should be contained in

I gales to the convention con- 
tributed school supplies at the 
I end of thc sessions so that the 
hostess council of Milwaukee 
Girl Scouts might send the first 
shipment. 

According to reports made by 
the national officers of the Girl 
Scout organization during thc 
convention sessions, Girl Scout- 
ing has more than doubled its 
membership during the past ten 
years and now reaches nine out 
of every hundred girls of Scout 
age in the country. According 
to Mrs. C. Vaughan Ferguson, 
Schenectady, N. Y., who was 
re-elected to thc office of na- 
tional president at the final ses- 
sion of the convention, there are 
331,074 adult volunteers and 
1043 professional workers. Both 
Mrs. Ferguson and speakers 
from other countries who took 
part in the sessions stressed the 
need for more women to volun- 
teer for Girl Scouting as ser- 
vice to youth. According to 
them the need is world-wide. 
Extension of Girl Scouting into 
more rural areas was emphasiz- 
ed and also the further devel- 
opment of Scouting for handi- 
capped girls. More camping for 
more gills was also cited as one 
of the major aims of the organ- 
ization. 

Mrs. Margaret Culkin Ban- 
ning, Duluth, Minn., noted au- 
thor, the featured speaker at a 
Community Night session at 
which Girl Scouts of Milwaukee 
presented a pageant, said, “I 
think of the Girl Scouts as an 
organization which more than 
any other single one is going 
to make the women of this coun-

Look for a turkey that has a 
clean waxy skin with few pin 
feathers and with no bruises or 
discolorations and bear in mind 
that a meaty turkey has a general 
plump appearance with a broad 
breast and short body. It means 
goot eating.

1. I live in an upstairs suite 
of a two-family, and regardless 
of the weather, the house is al- 
ways very warm. Off the liv- 
ing room 1 hai'c a very large 
clothes closet. / have just dis- 
covered that my brand new 
ivoolcn blankets have been in- 

j fested with ticks. These tiny 
• little insects seem to be imbed- 
ded in the material. I have tried 
\ to get rid of them by trashing 
the blankets, but washing de- 
stroys the blankets. What o 
do?' 

2. What is a good way to ex- 
terminate wasps that make their 
nests under the ceiling of the 
porch f — Mrs. M. F. 

1. Ticks are parasides. There- 
for since there’s no nourishment 
'for them in blankets, they're 
either very stupid ticks or not 
ticks at all. We suggest that 
you send a sample, carefully 
packaged to the Ohio Experi- 
mental Station at Wooster. The 
ontymologist will identify the 
pest and suggest methods of 
control. If washing has flat- 
tened your new blankets, you 
may have used too-hot water. 
Next time you wash them, use. 
very mild, lukewarm suds, work 
fast and rinse in lukewarm wa- 
ter also. A small quantity of 


glycerine in the rinse will help 
1 keep blankets soft. 

2. Get an insecticide with a 
pyrethrum or rotenone base and 
spray thoroughly, right up to 
the nest. This should render 
the wasps inactive. Break the 
cone down with a stick and 
spray heavily inside. Sweep up 
and burn immediately. 


We moved into a rather old 
house during the winter and 
were not troubled with spiders. 
Xow that warm weather is here, 
l see them in the house every 
day. Can you tell me how to 
get rid of them and what causes 
them? Our basement is rather 
damp. — Afrs. S. R 

The spiders may make you 
very unhappy but actually 
they’re more beneficial than 
harmful because they destroy 
flies and other insect pests. 
Spiders live in old lumber, wood 
or trash piles, basements, etc., 
and enter a house through 
screens and loose-fitting win- 
dows ami doors. 

Brush off any webs you see 
and crush cocoons. Those look 
almost like cherry pits. See that 
all screens arc tight. Use a 
good insecticide, spraying each 
room and closing it for a little 
while. For garages and other 
outbuildings use cattle spray. 
Further, we suggest that you 
install a gadget to dry out your 
basement. Hardware stores have 
them. 

I would appreciate advice on 
removing a bad scorch stain 
from a baby’s practically new 
sweater. Ut was caused by plac- 
ing the sweater over the radi- 
ator to dry quickly, hi vase it 
can’t be removed, do you sug- 
gest dyeing? hit's note a soft 
yellow. — Mrs. R. C. 

Light stains can be removed 


by brushing with emery paper. 
Perhaps the stains are more 
from rust than from scorch. If 
so, you can buy a tube of rust 
remover at most drug stores. 
This product won’t harm colors. 

When a garment is badly 
scorched so that the fibers are 
burned, reweaving would be the 
best solution. However, since 
you have undoubtedly damaged 
the sweater by putting it on 
the radiator, it may not now 
be worth reweaving. Never ex- 
pose wool to direct heat. By 
the same token, dyeing would 
not bring the sweater back to 
the original condition.

Thread on wooden or metal 
skewers cubes of lamb alternat- 
ing with tomato and onion slices;

Health for Al! 

Chickenpox 

Chickenpox is primarily a 
disease of childhood, and most 
people have had It by the time 
they become adults. 

Chickenpox is regarded as one 
of the less serious communicable 
diseases, but complications arc 
possible, although not common. 
A child’s natural resistance to 
sqverc illness is weakened by an 
attack of chickenpox as It is 
when he suffers from other 
diseases and sicknesses. 

The disease is spread directly 
by the person who has it to a 
well person. It can also be trans- 
mitted by articles which the in- 
fected person uses. 

About two weeks after a child 
has been in contact with the 
disease the red, blistery rash 
characteristic of chickenpox 
starts to appear. The rush usu- 
ally breaks out Arst on the back, 
chest and face and spreads 
rapidly to other parts of the body. 

Other symptoms of chickenpox 
are a fever, followed by slight 
chill, and sometimes nausea and 
pains in the back and legs. 

Although chickenpox in itself 
is rarely painful and serious, the 
doctor should be called when 
there are any suspicions of the 
disease. If a child has the disease 
the doctor is the one best quali- 
Aed to give sound advice on how 
to care for the sick child. 

Care should be taken to pre- 
vent the child from scratching the 
blisters which the disease raises 
on the skin. * There is, Arst of 
all, the danger of additional in- 
fection. Moreover, the child who 
scratches the eruptions may be 
left with permanent scars on his 
skin. 

The blisters from chickenpox, 
if allowed to "run their course,” 
will last for a few hours, then 
dry up and form crusts and the 
crusts will disappear within a 
few days without leaving any 
scars. 

To prevent secondary infection 
and relieve the severe itching that 
sometimes comes with chicken- 
pox, the doctor will prescribe 
ointments and antiseptic solutions 
for the skin of the child who has 
the disease. 

Although chickenpox occurs 
most frequently in children be- 
tween two and six years of ago, 
it can strike at any age. One 
attack of the disease can give a 
person immunity to future at- 
tacks. Doctors believe that 
adults who have not had the 
disease in childhood can 'get it, 
particularly during an epidemic 
of chickenpox in the community.

OF GOAL IN CAMPAIGN 


If THIS ENCOURAGES YOU to make your contribution to 
the Arthritis and Rheumatism Foundation an exceptionally 
large one, so much the better, says pretty Mary Elizabeth 
rhilipp, 2 Champney Place, Boston.

The Red Feather Campaign, 
at its Anal dinner meeting at 
the Hotel Bradford on Thursday 
night, November 17, announced 
that total subscriptions of $5,- 
803,650 have been received, this 
being 97.5% of the goal for 1950 
needs. 

Newton has received subscrip- 
tions of $262,379 or 87.5% of its 
goal. Chairman Harold T. Pils- 
bury states that there are still 
many subscriptions expected to 
come in, and the Anal total in 
Newton will be somewhat big- 
ger than that presently an- 
nounced. 

"We are naturally disappoint- 
ed in the local Campaign re- 
sults,” Mr. Pilsbury . states, "es- 
pecially as some 2500 leaders 
and workers have worked ardu- 
ously right up until the last 
minute. Newton selected a goal 
this year based upon the esti- 
mated needs of its own agen- 
cies as approved by its own 
Budget Committee. This goal 
was 4% higher than the actual 
amount raised last year, and 
10% higher than actual card 
values. Most divisions and com- 
munities set their goals on a 
lower basis, which accounts for 
the reason that Newton’s per- 
centage raised shows as being 
lower than other communities 
and the total Campaign. Had 
we in Newton accepted a goal 
on the same formula basis as 
other communities, our fatal 
percentage would be more in 


line with the average of other 
cities and groups. 

"I want to express to all Red 
Feather contributors and work- 
ers the sincere thanks of the 
Chest for their generous partici- 
pation in the Campaign. T also 
want to express, on my own be- 
half, sincere appreciation to all 
who have helped me in this 
arduous drive. I doubt if any 
group of Newton citizens has 
ever been more loyal to a cause 
than those who have backed me 
up this year. We did not reach 
our objective, but I am certain 
that, we succeeded in obtaining 
all the funds possible for this 
present Campaign.’’

Vets ' 1 Quiz

Q. As a World War II vet- 
eran with a bad conduct dis- 
charge, am I entitled to any 
benefits under the GI Bill? 

A. You should contact your 
nearest Veterans Administra- 
tion office for a decision as to 
whether you were discharged 
under conditions other than dis- 
honorable. Or you may apply 
to the armed service from which 
you received your bad conduct 
discharge for a review 6f your 
discharge under Section 301 of 
the GI Bill. 

Q. I am now receiving com- 
pensation from the VA, but I 
| feel that I should be getting 
! more. Can you advise me as 
to who may assist me in pre- 
senting my claim before the VA 
rating board? 

A. Any organization accred- 
ited under P. L. 844, 74th Con- 
gress, any attorney or agent 
recognized by VA, or a VA con- 
tact representative may present 
your claim before the VA rat- 
ing board. VA will recognize 
anyone you want to represent 
you in your particular claim, 
provided he files a proper power- 
of-attorney with the office where 
a claim is located, and a state- 
ment that no fee will be charged 
for the service rendered. 

Q. I am taking on-the-job 
training under the GI Bill in 
a hazardous occupation. Will 
the VA pay for my hospitaliza- 
| tion if I am Injured whle In 
training? 

A. No. Any disabilities in- 
curred while in training under 
the GI Bill are considered non- 
service-connected. Of course, if 
you are otherwise eligible for 
hospitalization by the VA as a 
war veteran, you may be fur- 
nished such hospitalization in a 
VA facility if a bed is avail- 
able.

Water Cyclamen 
Just a Little 

Keep budded and blooming 
Cyclamen plants In rooms with 
about 60 degree temperature. 
Supply the moisture from below 
by sinking the pots in a pan of 
water, but do not let surplus 
water stand in the saucer. Dust 
the leaves with a soft brush in- 
stead of washing them.
